The 
fact was brought out before the coun- 
cil, committee that the dealers are 
holding vast quantities of coal mere- 
ly to keep up the prices. Their plan 
Is to have loaded cars 
reconslgned; 


one railroad trainmaster testifying to 
an Instance wherein one car was re- 
conslgned seven times.

The Journal of Tuesday said: 


Citizens of Springfield can now buy 


coal delivered in their cellars cheaper 
than It can be purchased at the mines. 
All mines affiliated with the Spring- 
Held Coal association boosted the price 
of coul at the mines from $2.50 to $3.00 
a ton yesterday. This is the highest 
price ever asked for the product in 
Springfield. The coal association, how- 
ever, has not increased the price of 
$2.50 a ton, delivered, to the local trade. 


Big signs, giving notice" of the ad- 


vance in the price of coal, were post- 
ed at the mines connected with the 
association early In the morning. The 
principal reason given for the raise is 
that the growing demand for coal ne- 
cessitated fhc change in price. The In- 
crease had n demoralising effect on 
the smaller coal dealers. 


Operator Explains •Raise. 


In discussing the situation last night 


a local mine owner stated that the 
coal dealers, In the main, were respon- 
sible for the raise. He explained the 
situatlon-us follows: 


"Before the coal famine which now 


exists in the northern part of the state 
many of the local coal dealers bought 
coat which was shipped into Spring- 
field. They also dealt with mines not 
connected with the local association. 
The coal shipped in here was sold to 
them cheaper than they could buy it at 
the mines which belong to the associ- 
ation. The coal which they secured at 
other mines was given to them at lower 
figures than at the mines affiliated with 
the association.

• 


Shut Out the Independents. 


"Now, 
when the famine develops In 


the northern part of the state, these 
coal mines which have been shipping 
coal Into Springfield naturally enough 
discontinued their trade here, and now 
ship to the points where higher prices 
prevail. Then, too, the roads are bad 
and the hauling distance 
Is farther 


from the mines not connected with the 
association. 


"With, such conditions before, them 


•the local dealers went to the mines af- 
filiated with the association. Prices 
were then advanced from $2.50 a ton 
off the cars to $8.00.

Recommends Truant Schools. 


The president 
recommended that 


some provision be made by local school 
boards In cities to provide parental 
schools for the truants and ihcorrlgl- 
bles who are denied the uses of the 
public schools. The demands for such 
a school have been ouccessfully met in 
Chicago. It may be that the associa- 
tion will call upon the legislature to 
make some provision for such schools. 


In speaking of a public school course 


of study he called attention 
to the 


need of a national curriculum under 
the • charge of a secretary of educa- 
tion. It could be BO planned that ev- 
erywhere there would be the same 
standard of scholarship in the same 
year or grade. Several attempts have 
been made In this state to formulate 
a course of study and to have it adop- 
ted, at least for the rural districts, 
but so' far such attempts have mostly 
proved abortive. -

by the citizens. About two-and a half 
years ago he resigned his pastorate 
to take up the duties of business man- 
ager of the college commission of the 
church and it was he who did most of 
the work toward raising the $100,000 
•subscribed by th« church. 
He had 


practically completed the task when 
he came home a year ago broken in 
health. He had traveled widely 
the exposure' and fatigue with the 
nervous Strain of the work had so un- 
dermined his health that he never re- 
covered. • 


A. W. Hawkins was born October 8, 


1841, in- Crawford county, Missouri. He 
received his early education 
in the 


common' and high 'schools of Steel- 
ville, Missouri; and in 1871 graduated 
from the theological seminary at Leb- 
anon, Term,

nnd'he Joined in boyhood. Three of his 
brothers became ministers. 


Mr. Hawkins was married in Octo- 


ber% 1866, at Greenville, 111., to Miss

After leaving the 
seminary, Rev. 


Hawkins held the following pastor- 
ates: Goodlettsvllle, Tenn..;- Winches- 
ter, Ind.; Logansport, Ind.; Columbia, 
Tenn.; Knoxvllle, Tenn.; and Deeatur, 
111. 


He-leaves besides his family three 


brothers, Rev. L. J. Hawkins, of Pal- 
estine, III.; Rev. W. D. Hawkins, of 
Platnsburg, Cal.; Rev. O. C. Hawkins, 
of Missouri, and three sisters living in 
California. 


In the nine years of his residence 


here Rev. Hawkins gained an extended 
acquaintance in the city, 
not only 


within the Cranks of the-congregations 
of churches of his denomination but 
In the 'membership..?* .other churches. 
He was an earnest, devoted Christian 
minister, and consistently lived the 


life that he had entered upon in his 
early manhood. He preached the Word 
with all the earnestness and sincerity 
of a man convinced of the correctness 
of his position with the result that 
during his pastorate here 
and else- 


where many who had failed to see as 
clearly as he did .the 
truth of 
the 


scriptures were led 
Into paths 
of 


righteous living and unshaken 
faith. 


Rev. Hawkins was a man who gained 
the respect of his fellows no matter 
what their belief: He was one who 
could always command 
respect, 
a 


man of broad charity and as faithful a 
worker in the Lord's vineyard as ever 
donned the armor in 
the . cause of 


Christianity. The work that he pei> 
formed in the establishment of the 
James Millikin university will 
live 


forever In the memory of. those who 
knew and watched his unflagging de- 
votion to a cause that appealed so 
strongly to him.

ON IMPORTANCE 
OF MiTHOD. 


In thp Secondary Schools and Col- 


leges—Synopsis of Paper. 


At Springfield Tuesday before the 


High school 
section of the 
State 


Teachers' Association President A. K. 
Taylor of The James Millikiii Univer- 
sity delivered an address on "The Im- 
portance of Method, In the Secondary 
Schools and Colleges." 


He spoke In substance as follows: 
The great advances in methods of 


Instruction in the last fifty years have 
inured more directly to the benefit Wf 
the grades than to the high schools 
and colleges. This ha* bee due largely 
to the Indifference of the college people 
who until recently, have been inclined 
to be very skeptical of the claims of 
scientific pedagogy. The great change 
in their attitude 
during the pnst 


twenty years has, however, ' added 
greatly to tha -seriousness anil, dignity 
of the study of educational problems 
and alt that they involve. 
The reviv- 


al of Interest in psychology and the 
results of child study have helped to 
put pedagogy on a saner basis . than 
formerly.. 


In spite of this, too little vantage has 


accrued to the pupils above the graJes, 
This may be due to the difficulty in the 
way of applying the principles of meth- 
od to the work' of pupils who are in the 
reflective stage of their development. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
thore is more need if 
methodical instruction 


possible, for

than in the preceding stages. The re- 
lation of,the reasoning process to ap- 
perception is such that it serves a 
function similar to observation and ex- 
perimentation In that it is also ever 
contributing to the enlargement of the 
power of the latter. The higher think- 
ing processes should be conducted with 
increasing *care and wisdom on the 
part of the teacher. 
The best edu- 


cated man is not merely the one who 
can reason well, but who through much 
and wise practice In reasoning, la able 
directly and immediately to grasp the 
elements in problems, which ordinary 
men apprehend only through the slow 
process of .formal syllogistic reason- 
Ing. 
It is a notorious fact that at 18 


or 19 years of age the American youth 
is about two years behind his Oerman 
and French cousins of the same age. 
He is behind them both in the range of 
his knowledge and in his mental power. 
This is due largely to the fact that the 
German and French teachers are, gen- 
erally speaking, more methodical than 
ours and that they spend more time 
in teaching their pupils how to study 
and how to think. 


Every Self-activity is constructive. 


Self-consciousness is no exception 
to the rule.- To the proper mastery:of 
a subject, the integrity of its self-ac- 
tivity roust be preserved and followed. 
Each step in the aeries ia the embodi- 
ment of all the'forces that have gone 
before. 
The next higher Is made pos- 


sible by the combined efforts of their 
accumulated forces acting in accord. 


The three general modes of progres- 


sion in the rising series in all physical 
and biological organisms are the arith- 
metical, the geometrical, and Involu- 
tion. 
The mind properly educated is 


always advancing in power to think 
in masses and in rapidly increasing 
masses. A beautiful example of this 
method of growth in power IS seen in 
the development of the formulae Illus- 
trating the molecular movements pro- 
ducing the higher organic compounds. 
The mind that 
Intelligently 
traces 


chemical affinity in its simple combin- 
ations, following its Taw through the 
mazes of subtile actions and reactions 
to the apprehension of the philosophy 
of the hydrocarbon series, has become 
great beyond compare with the plodder 
who merely makes and describes the 
experiments assigned to him. In the 


[trated to arttlMMtteal progression, _ 
pvpila after leaving him .will assuredly 
continue to develop In the same piece- 
tneal way, but if he follows the geo- 
metrical or the involution process, 
they will, under .the Impetus of an 
Increasing multitude of force*, con- 
tinue their development In.the same 
ever-widening range of activities. 


Students are usually1 introduced 
to 


the laws of thinking and knowledge- 
getting too late for them to be of any 
great service. While great gain will 
borne to them by the method outlined, 
It will be greatly Increased by a sys- 
tematic effort on the part of the teach- 
ers throughout the entire course of 
study to give well graded instruction 
and practice in methods of Investiga- 
tion and reasoning. 
- Very early a 


youth may be taught to distinguish in- 
dividual and general notions,- to un- 
derstand how each is formed, to gener- 
alize and verify results, to prove the 
various steps in elementary reasoning 
processes, to see the relation between 
distant and apparently unlike things, 
to appreciate the value of a relation 
when discovered, and to apply 
the 


knowledge gained in the schoolroom to 
the affairs of everyday life. 


It Is a great error to relegate prac- 


tice in original thinking and reasoning 
to the precarious chances of the liter- 
ary or debating club. 
The eternal 


why of some teachers does not meet 
l.he case. 
The mere reference 
to a 


principle or a rule for proof of a state- 
ment does not go far enough. 
A rule 


iihould not only prove; it should en- 
lighten. 
Its application should 
not 


only help to the solution of a concrete 
case, but should at the same time help 
to its own greater significance. 


What la a fact? 
How is it discov- 


ered? 
How Is Its truth established? 


What is a pertinent fact? 
How are 


facts given meaning? What Is a law? 
HOw is it discovered? 
How is 
it 


proved? 
What is a law used for 


What is its place in the reasoning 
process? are questions whose discus- 
sion need not be postponed 'until the 
young people have entered the Junior 
year in the high school. 
It is well 


to remember that one great end of ed- 
ucation is to transfer the youth from 
creatures of impulse to creatures of 
reason. 


, A student not only needs plenty of 
exercise in reasoning but also plenty 
of exercise in discovering the validity 
of the processes he has followed. 
The 


fallacies and soph'istrles which cause 
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life will never oe corrected until our 
schools and colleges recognize the ne- 
cessity of such Instruction as an in- 
tegral part of an education. 
Failure 


to do this is what makes a little 
learning a aangerous thing. 
Every 


student should be perfectly 
familiar 


with the mechanics of the three great 
knowledge-getting processes, observa- 
tion, experimentation and reasoning. 
He should learn' their functions, laws 
and .limitations, together witw 
their 


Inter-relations and dependencies with 
the same care that he masters any oth- 
er subject. , 


laboratory, 
may .be.

and 


Now a higher process is simply a 


higher process because it accomplishes 
more with a single effort. 
Instead of 


doing a single thing, It does two things, 
or twenty or a thousand at once, and 
thought power is increased according- 
ly. 
There is an old maxim, that he 


who conquers another 
in a contest 


takes unto himself the strength of his 
vanquished foe. 
This is no fiction in 


knowledge-getting for mental activity 
is constantly reenforcing Itself exact- 
ly in proportion to Its success In trac- 
ing out and parallelling the secret 
modes of the various constructive ac- 
tivities at work In the natural world 
and In the world of art. 
This truth 


Is further exemplified In the law that 
however objectively engaged the mind 
may be, the reaction upon the self- 
activity in exercise is the same as 
though it were working directly upon 
itself, if that were possible. 


We are too much inclined to forget 


the larger sphere embraced in the law 
of habit We magnify the fact of do- 
ing and overlook the far-reaching Im- 
portance of the method of doing even 
a very simple thing. There may be 
little choice among the methods of do- 
ing a single thing so far as tKat thing 
alone Is concerned, but 
as afTecting 


the development of ability to do a sec- 
ond thing that may be met there Is 
very great need of a wise choice. The 
masses of the people are so short- 
Hlghted that they fall to recognise the 
dependence of future acquisition and 
future skill upon such choice.

WHERE POVERTY PAYS. 


County Charges Get Coal Before the 


Man With Money to Pay. 


The rush for coal presents the odd 


conditions of paupers being served with 
fuel In preference to,the man who has 
money to pay for the article. This la 
not owing exactly, to humanitarian 
principles, but is. due to the fact that 
the county has a contract with the 
coal company for coal which takes 
precedence over orders that are filed 
by individuals. The county does not 
dish out coal with a lavish hand. Act- 
ing Overseer of the Poor Martin stated 
yesterday that the paupers were limit, 
ed to a ton a month and he has to be 
wide awake to prevent this rule being 
overstepped. In extreme cases it may 
be stretched ajtrifie but it is not often. 
Some of the county charges are inclin- 
ed to be liberal with their coal after 
they get it. The overseer had a case 
the other aays where an application 
was made and the applicant insisted 
that she had been given no coal since 
some time In November. She did not 
know that a record was kept and it 
was shown that she had been supplied 
juat two weeks before. 


The county oruers, excepting in ur- 


gent cases are supposed to be issued 
once a month. They are for a dollar 
each. It ia not a Very great allowance, 
yet the bills which come before the 
county board every quarter show that 
a large sum of money is expended on 
the poor of the township.

Last night Manager W. C, Armstrong 


of the Decatur Coal company said that 
the fuel conditions existing In Decatur 
were the worst that: be had ever 
known. He declared that the condi- 
tion was a serious one at present and 
the worst future Is that .tomorrow is 
a holiday aniiat the time of the Inter- 
view he did feit knpw_what the miners 
would do with- a proposition ihat he 
had made to them in regard to that 
day.

We would,'« we 
oould, of course, pat out enough coal 
a« that every one In Decatur'would 
hwve all that they wanjt. tinder the 
circumstance* we cannot do It and I 
believ* that every business man will 
say that our idea la the'right one. From 
the old shaft everything in the way of 
fine coal, from nut slae down, arid 
that is about twenty per cent of the 
output of that shaft, Is sold in Deca- 
tur. That la not because we have no 
trade for it .outside of the city, for we 
have more orders for that class of 
fuel than we can fill but we are mak- 
ing an effort to relieve the situation 
here.

companies In other cities. I can bring 
to you Decatur customers who have 
been buying coal from outside mines 
and during the last few^ weeks they 
have had the price on the track at 
the mine run up to $3 per ton.

They 
have simply added two dollars to the 
price. 


Manager Armstrong said that so far 


as he could see the Decatur Coal com- 
pany was at the present time doing 
everything possible to relieve the sit. 
uation here. Being unable to get min- 
ers enough to work the shafts to their 
Imlt the. did not see how they could 
do any more. 


When asked what became of the out- 


jut of the Nlantic shaft, he said'that 
t went to regular consumers along 
the Wabash. "We have been asked,' 
he said, "why we do not turn the out- 
put of the Niantic mine into the De- 
catur market and relieve the condition 
here. For the same reason that we do 
not turn the output of the old shaft 
nto the market We are delivering it 
o our customers who have taken that 
coal ever since the Decatur company 
owned the Niantic mine. They and 
heir customers depend upon us.

Christmas was cold and Sunday was 
cold and we have managed to, get in 
only four working days since that 
time and every day more orders were 
coming in so that instead of catch- 
Ing up we have been running behind. 


"I notice a railroad man quoted as 


saying that a holiday, means two and 
may be more days that the miners do 
not work. That is not true of the 
catur fellows as a rule. At Nlantic the 
regular pay was the Saturday following 
Christmas.

The miners asked me to pay-them 


on Christmas eve Instead of waiting 
until Saturday night. That meant con 
slderoble extra work in getting the 
pay rolls made up but we did it. The 
day before Christmas they began com- 
ing out of the mine at noon to get 
their money and consequently we did 
not get a full day. The day after 
Christmas a few . of them straggled 
back, a few more came on Saturday 
but the full force did not get .Into 
working order until Monday. That's 
what a holiday .means in Nlantic, but 
fortunately It does not mean that In 
Decatur." 


In response to the. question, "Why 


will not the company permit the out- 
put of the old shaft to be retailed in 
Decatur," Manager Armstrong said': 
"That coal is practically contracted. 
Prom that place for one thing we get 
coal for the water works and I want 
you to understand here,that so long 
as there Is any. cool earning from our 
mine there will be no trouble about 
having coal sufficient for that place. 
The balance of the output from that 
shaft or the bulk of It Is shipped. It 
goes to towns that in a large measure 
depend upon our mine for their en- 
tire supply. Along the I., .D. & W. and 
the Vandal la. line we have customers 
who have for years been using our 
coal. I don't say it in 'any spirit of 
bitterness but it is a pjaln fact that 
some of those towns are far better cus- 
tomers of our company than any of the 
Decatur people!* Some, of those towns 
depend entirely upon us and there are 
no end of Decatur people who will not 
buy'Decatur coal so long as they can 
get It from any of the outside mines. 
In Justice to ourselves in a business 
way we must take care- of the .people 
who never think of buying coal any- 
where but from our company. We are 
obligated to them In a business way 
and likewise we are obligated to them 
in a moral ways because they depend 
upon u*. They pay u* too, juit a* mucb 


of the orders that we have received in 
Decatur. One .of our best customers 
from out of town, a man who has been 
a constant buyer for twenty years came 
to town today to pay a bonus for more 
coal but we could do nothing for him 
more than we are doing. The fact Is 
that our out-of-town customers are 
in much the same condiuon as our 
Decatur trade." 


TEAMSTERS GIVE IT UP. 


Conclude They Will Not Try to Force 


• Coal Company. 


The Teamsters gathered Tuesday and 


practically decided to drop the mat- 
ter of trying to get the company to 
open the old shaft The teamsters say 
that while they can't make any money 
when the situation is as at the 
present they see no way out of the 
difficulty. 


They say the matter is now up to 


the miners, the citizens and the com- 
pany. The miners refuse to.work, but 
eight hours each day. Tuesday the 
shaft closed down at 4:30. Ten minutes 
ater there was not a shovel full of 
coal In any of the chutes. So far they 
have not consented to Work any over 
time. The union regulates the hour and 
he men cannot work overtime, unless 
they come to some special agrement
